A superlative  among  living  com- 
posers and  pianist,  Sergei  Rach- 
maninoff will  be  heard  in  concert 
Monday,  December  5,  at  8:15  p.ni,, 
in  the  Provo  tabernacle.  This  will 
be  his  first  Utah  concert  in  more 
than  a decade. 

On  his  program  he  will  include 
works  by  some  of  the  world’s  great- 
est romantic  and  classic  composers, 
incKuling  Pach,  Beethoven,  Schu- 
bert, Chopin,  and  Liszt.  The  pro- 
gram for  the  Provo  recital  will  dup- 
licate that  which  won  him  lavish 
praise  of  critics  at  Carneigie  Hall, 
New  York  City,  last  month.  His 
popular  C sharp  minor  prelude  is 
not  included  on  the  program. 

"Owing  to  the  large  membership 
of  the  Brigham  Young  university- 
community  concert  association,  and 
limited  seating  capacity  in  the 
tabernacle  guest  tickets  cannot  be 
issued  or  sold,”  declared  the  asso- 
ciation committee.  Only  persons 
possessing  association  cards  or  R 
Y.U.  student  cards  can  be  admit- 
ted, it  was  indicated. 

This  will  be  Rachmaninoff’s  first 
ITtah  appearance  in  more  than  a 
decade,  according  to  the  committee. 
Unusual  interest  in  his  coming  is 
being  pianifest  by  music  lovers 
throughout  the  state,  it  was  indi- 
cated by  a deluge  of  inquiries  re- 
‘ ceive(^'du^ing  the  week  by  Dean 
Herald  R.  Clark,  of  the  university 
lyceum  board. 

Rachmaninoff  was  born  at  One- 
ga in  the  government  of  Novgorod, 
Russia,  but  is  now  a resident  of 
the  United  States,  exiled  with 
members  of  his  family  as  a result

Two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
strong,  Brigham  Young  university’s 
mixed  chorus  will  be  heard  in  their 
seventh  annual  presentation  of 
Handel’s  immortal  oratorio,  "Mes- 
siah,” Sunday,  December  18,  at 
7:30  p.  m.,  in  the  Provo  tabernacle. 
Dr.  Fra./klin  Madsen  will  direct  the 
production. 

.A  large  group  of  trained  soloists 
a.e  being  selected  by  Dr.  Florence 
Jepperson  Madsen,  and  will  be 
heard  in  such  famed  selections  as 
"Come  To  Me,  All  Ye  That  Are 
Heavy  Laden.”  and  ‘‘Every  Val- 
ley.” Accompaniment  for  both 
soloists  and  chorus  will  be  furnish- 
ed by  a full  orchestra  as  well  as 
pipe  organ. 

The  oratorio,  ‘‘Messiah,”  was  giv- 
en its  premier  performance  in  Dub- 
lin in  the  year  1741,  and  was  an 
overwhelming  success  from  its  first 
performance.  Since  that  time,  the 
"Messiah”  has  remained  popular 
with  people  throughout  the  Chris- 
tian world.  Among  musicians  it  is 
rega:ded  not  only  as  one  of  the 
greatest  oratorios  ever  written,  but 
also  as  one  of  the  most  popular.

(Continued  from  poge  one) 
of  the  Soviet  revolution.  At  the 
age  of  nine,  he  entered  the  St.  Pet- 
ersburg conservatory,  to  study  the 
piano,  but  three  years  later  trans- 
ferred to  the  Moscow  conserva- 
tory. studying  first  with  Tchaikow- 
sky’s  friend  Zvierev  and  afterwards 
with  Siloti,  while  taking  theory 
and  composition  with  Taneiev  and 
Arensky.  In  1892,  he  won  the  gold 
medal  for  composition,  quitted  the 
conservatory  and  went  on  a long 
concert  tour  through  the  cities  of 
Russia.  In  1897,  after  he  had  al- 
ready gained  fame  as  a concert 
pianist  and  composer,  he  was  ap- 
pointed conductor  of  the  Moscow 
“Private  Opera.”  His  own  one-act 
opera,  “Aleko’’  had  already  been 
produced  with  success  at  the  Mos- 
cow opera  and  his  piano  pieces, 
songs,  large  secular  choruses  and 
orchestral  works  were  beginning 
to  be  recognized  far  and  wide. 

An  invitation  from  the  London 
philharmonic  society  to  appear  in 
the  threefold  capacity  of  compos- 
er, conductor  and  pianist,  afforded 
Rachmaninoff  his  first  great  suc- 
cess outside  of  Russia,  and  his.iper- 
formance  there  established  him  im- 
mediately as  no  longer  a Russian 
but  an  international  artist.  His 
first  symphony  was  played  at  a 
concert  of  the  Royal  philharmonic 
society  in  1909. 

While  not  holding  a real  dislike 
for  his  famous  C sharp  minor  pre- 
lude, Hachmaninoff  declares  at 
times  that  he  is  somewhat  weary
